The turkey follows 
the flag, whatever the constitution may 
do, and wherever tJDele Sam has set 
his foot, whether In the snowdrifts of 
Alaska or on the flowery soil of the 
Philippines. Thanksgiving day is hon­ 
ored equally with the Fourth of July. 
Even in the effete capitals of Europe 


nectlcut a close second, but now west­ 
ern turkeys are coming into the east­ 
ern markets in large numbers, and 
Kentucky is also making a good bid 
for the banner.

turkey has roosted on his genealogical 
tree in the forests of America, and be­ 
fore the white man came the red In­ 
dians who sprung from the soil ven­ 
erated him. 
The first turkey appeared In written 
history about the year 1520, when the 
Fpanisb conquerors of Mexico found 
him nt the court of Montezuma, Speci­ 
mens of the new fowl were sent home 
to Spain by the companions of Cortes, 
and within five years thereafter the 
turkey appeared In England, where he 
soon became a general favorite. Civil 
and natural history bad not then been 
reduced to an exact science, and iu the 
common confusion of America with the 
Indira the turkey beenme involved. 
The name Turkey was then often used 
as a synonym for the orient; hence the 
erroneous appellation which the bird 
has never been able to shake off. The 
French made the sam e mistake, fof 
they call the turkey to this day dlnde 
or coq d ln de (Indian cocki. However, 
the turkey by another name would 
lnste no sweeter, and popular disappro­ 
bation of the sultan has never extend­ 
ed to the fowl which bears his coun­ 
try’s name. 
It is a moot question among orni­ 
thologists whether the present day tur­ 
key is a descendant of the Mexican 
bird domesticated in 
England 
and 
brought back to America by t’he pil­ 
grim fathers or is the wild turkey of 
the United States tamed. Whatever the
